By United Press International 
U.S. Assistant Secretary of 
State Joseph J. Sisco took his 
Middle East peace mission to 
Lebanon Satu rday and confer­ 
red with Lebanese officials in 
Beiru t — a city boiling with 
a n t i - A m e r i c a n feeling.

Karami and Foreiln Minister 
Nassim Majdalani in Baabda 
Palace a short lime after the 
American diplomat arrived at 
Beiru t International Airport on 
a flight from Israel via Cypru s.

escorted Sisco’s car as he 
drove from the home of U.S. 
.Ambassador Dwight Porter to 
the palace. 
Before his 
arrival, 
Arab 
stu dents at the U.S.-financed 
American University of Beiru t 
staged 
a 
shou ting, 
banner- 
waving 
demonstration. 
They 
smashed windows at the U.S. 
Embassy next door and bu rned 
an American flag. 
As the march at the Arab 
University in another part of 
town assembled, 200 soldiers 
wearing steel 
helmets 
and 
carrying rifles stood gu ard. 
Fifty policemen with tear gas 
grenades and two fire tru cks 
with high pressu re water hoses 
were posted at key intersec­ 
tions along the line of march. 
An Arab gu errilla car tou red 
the area calling on people to 
“join the a n t i - A m e r i c a n 
d e m o n s tr a tion.”

marchers wore a r m b a n d s 


saying

Sisco.” 
Placards proclaimed “Sisco is 
a war criminal.” 
Polce sou rces estimated that 
5,000 demonstrators 10 to 20 
abreast were in the line of 
march.

Vienna (UPI) - A decision 
by the United States to present 
a comprehensive plan for broad 
cu rbs on 
strategic 
nu clear 
arsenals

Even U.S. chief negotiator 
Gehard C. Smith was said to 
have come to Vienna earlier 
this week u naware that Presi­

arms cu rbs instead of sticking 
to a more cau tiou s, weapon-by- 
weapon limitation proposal. 
The strategic arms limitation 
talks (SALT) formally opened 
Thu rsday 
and 
the f i r s t 
negotiation session was Friday. 


Talks resu me Monday at the 
American Embassy. 
Preparatory discu ssions to 
the SALT were in November in 
Helsinki. 
The decision to broaden the 
U.S. approach to the talks may 
cau se a switch in S o v i e t 
tactics. 
Conference observers 
believe the Ru ssians may now 
await the presentation of the 
American 
proposal 
before 
u nveiling their own concept, 
u nless they decide to “get in 
first” to score a possible pro­ 
paganda advantage. 
The United States is expected 
to present its plan very soon, 
diplomatic sou rces said. 
No details of either plan were 
disclosed, nor were they likely 
to be released by the secrecy- 
bou nd diplomats in the near 
fu tu re.

As the Apollo 13 astronau ts 
traveled to Hawaii Satu rday. 
President Nixon presented the 
Medal of Freedom to the space 
agency flight control team and 
said the trou bled flight was 
“not a failu re,” becau se it 
“reached the hearts of millions 
of people.” 
Standing in front of a model 
of the moon lander at the Space 
center in Hou ston, President 
Nixon presented the nation’s 
highest civilian award to the 
mission control team which 
gu ided the crippled Apollo 13 
flight saf^y back to earth. 
He said he was “speaking for 
people all over the world” in 
thanking the space workers 
“who made it possible for the 
astronau ts to retu rn to earth.” 
Nixon said thou sands of tele­ 
grams and letters from people 
all over the world had pou red 
into the White Hou se in response 
to the astronau ts’ problems in 
space. 
“Ou t of this,” he said of 
Apollo 13, “we recognize that it 
was not a failu re. They (the 
astronau ts) reached the hearts 
of millions of people.” 


Astronau ts James A. Lovell 
Jr., John L. Swigert Jr. an I 
Fred W. Haise Jr., meanwhile, 
head for Hawaii where they 
will reu nite with their families 
and greet the President. 


Mrs. Lovell, three of her 
children, Mrs. Haise and her 
three children and the parents 
of Swigert, a bachelor, ac­ 
companied 
t h e 
presidential 
party from the space center. 
The presidential jet left El­ 
lington Air Force Base for 
Hawaii at 12:05 p.m. (GST). 
The Lovell and Haise children 
stayed at Hou ston while Mrs. 
Lovell, Mrs. Haise, Swigert’s 
parents and astronau l Frank 
Borman flew with Nixon. 
Mrs. Nixon accompanied the 
president. 


As the ceremony began. Dr.

Omaha black commu nity to 
make black people “masters of 
their own destiny.” 
Wead, execu tive director of 
United Methodist Commu nity 
Centers 
in 
Omaha, 
t li e 
0 r ganization 
administering 
United Chu rch of Christ fu nds 
in the u rban commu nity, said 
UMCC cou ld be an agent in 
perpetu ating poverty 
among 
ghetto residents if its aid does 
not help to get welfare reci­ 
pients ou t of the welfare cycle. 
One way the UMCC is u sing 
fu nds to this end, he said, is in 
a credit u nion, au thorized to 
make loans to welfare reci­ 
pients in amou nts u p to $350. 
With assets of $40,000, Wead 
said the credit u nion “was a 
help in getting the loan sharks 
off poor people’s backs.” 
The UMCC, he continu ed, is 
looking carefu lly at possibilities 
of establishing a black-owned 
and-operated bank in the com­ 
mu nity and at the pu rchase of 
a demolition company. 
He cited the work done by 
some 20 University of Nebraska 
at Omaha black stu dents in 
organizing an Afro-American 
Theatre of th e Performing 
Arts for presentation of rele­ 
vant black plays both in the 
Omaha c o m m u n i t y and 
throu ghou t the state. 
He also pointed to the newly 
established black-owned and - 
operated 
radio 
station 
in 
Omaha 
as an example 
of 
emerging black enterprise. The 
station is one of eight blacK- 
owned stations in the cou ntry, 
he said, emphasizing that it is 
the only one not family-owned. 
Wead recently received the 
first Edward Danner Award, 
presented by the Urban Leagu e 
for his work in establishing the 
corporation which has 49 black 
and fou r white stockholders. 
In 
emphasizing 
the 
im­ 
portance of black commu nities 
having control of fu nds meant 
to aid their commu nities, Wead 
said, “We mu st have the right 
to make ou r own mistakes.” 
The 
Rev. 
John 
Remaly, 
associait* pastor of the Cou n­ 
tryside Briardale C h u r c h , 
Omaha, and chairman of tho 
United Chu rch of Christ task 
force on u rban crisis su bmitted 
in his report to the conference 
an evalu ation of the Martin 
Lu ther 
King C e n t e r 
in 
Omaha. 
The center, one of two major 
concerns of the I’ask Force, 
experienced seriou s difficu lty, 
he said, in providing the kind of 
programming 
req u ested 
by

The program was fu nded at 
$6,500 bu t f o l l o w i n g

Van Pelt, at a court hearing 
In Lincoln Friday, overruled 
the motion to discuss the case 
which was fiied by the Aurora 
School Board and schools of­ 
ficials. Van Pelt also instructed 
the school to let Chris Black 
attend classes until the hearing 
date. 
Black’s attorney, Earl Scud- 
der Jr. of Lincoln, was in­ 
structed to have Black in the 
courtroom on the date of the 
hearing “to see if (his) ap - 
p arance is reasonable and if his 
ap p earance is one that would 
be disrup tive of the school 
system.’’ 
Van Pelt indicated p revious 
court cases have set a p rece­ 
dent whereby the school has 
the burden of showing if the 
dress regulation is a reasonable 
one. 
“Whatever my own p ersohal 
and p rivate op inion might be 
. . . any judge is going to have 
to follow what law is ap ­ 
p licable,’’ Van Pelt said. 
The federal judge said the 
Black case will have to be 
judged on its own merits. Van 
Pelt noted it differed from the 
Chadron case in 
that 
the 
Chadron 
s t u de n t had 
a 
barbershop haircut. 
“It was a neat haircut; it was 
not long hair,’’ Van Pelt said. 
The Black boy has cut his 
own hair with his bangs an inch 
above his eyebrows. The sides 
are above the ear lobes and, in 
the back, the hair clears the 
collar. 
The school board, the school 
sup erintendent and p rincip al 
were p resent at the court 
hearing. 
“We are here today on what 
the defendants believe is a 
rather frivolous matter,” said 
Aurora attorney E. Harold 
Powell. 
There Is no constitutional 
basis for this action, Powell 
asserted. The tragedy of the 
situation, he said, is the effect 
it is having on the p laintiff 
because “Chris has been en­ 
couraged to defy authority.” 
Powell said the decision that 
the court is going to have to 
make is “who is going to run 
the Aurora school system.” 
The p laintiff has overlooked 


the fact that the educational 
p rocess involves 
discip lines, 
Powell said. 
Scudder 
answered 
t h a t 
discip line is a necessary p art of 
the educational p rocess but 
that discip line is not enhanced 
“by the use of frivolous rules 
that have no bearing on the 
educational p rocess.” 
“The p arents of this child are 
doing a noble act indeed,” 
Scudder said, “in teaching the 
child that the way to challenge 
laws is through the courts 
rather than by rioting and 
demonstrations.” 
A coop erating attorney of the 
Nebraska Civil Liberties Union, 
Scudder said rules made by 
school 
districts 
should 
be 
reasonable. 
Regulations on how students 
will dress or how they will 
wear their hair have no rela­ 
tionship to the 
educational 
p rocess, Scudder said. 
Powell said the matter of 
dress was one of “p ublic tran­ 
q uility.” 
“The long hair, the black 
jackets and in some cases, 
helmets, are certain uniforms 
p ersons use to set them ap art 
from 
the 
general 
p ublic,” 
Powell said.

President Nix on might not be ju st dealing in 
hy perbole when he su ggests that his welfare 
reform bill, if it goes on to passage, is “ the most 
im portant piece of social legislation in almost fou r 
decades.”

The measu re, now headed for the Senate 
after its solid acceptance by the Hou se, wou ld 
make the most comprehensiv e rev isions in the 
welfare sy stem since it was established in the 
1930s.

The objections that hav e been rai.sed to the 
President’s plan are, for the most part, the same 
as hav e been lev eled at the whole concept of 
welfare since it was institu ted — that it foster.s 
laziness, that it su pports those who cannot or w'lll 
not work for a liv ing. 
Actu ally , the “ family assistance plan,” as the 
Nix on approach is labeled, wou ld do far more than 
.he present program to encou rage and enable 
welfare recipients to take jobs. Persons capable of 
working wou ld hav e to sign u p for jobs or for job 
training before they can receiv e benefits. And 
those who earn some money of their own wou ld 
not be penalized by the total loss of welfare fu nds 
u ntil they reach an established income lev el. 
The National Association of Manu factu rers, 
certainly 
one 
of 
the 
most 
conserv ativ e, 
capitalistic, work-su pporting organizations in the 
cou ntry , su pports the family assistance plan. The 
NAM states of the plan: 
“ Its principal objectiv e is to break the cy cle of 
welfare dependency throu gh work incentiv es and 
work requ irem ent. At the same time it aims to 
rem ov e inequ ities in, and 
improv e 
the 
ad­ 
m inistration of, the present pu blic assistance pro­ 
gram s.” 


Contrary to the contention of many anti­ 
welfare spokesmen, there is no reason to 
believ e that any great share of the popu lace 
wou ld prefer a life of su bsidized idleness to 
some form of gainfu l employ ment.

The NAM comments, “ The preponderance of 
ev idence indicates that most of the adu lt welfare 
popu lation is strongly motiv ated to work and 
prefers it to not working.”

Nebraska Congressman Robert Denney declared 
the other day , “pu re socialism.” 
It is not, as the U.S. Chamber of Commerce 
fears, a “ gu aranteed annu al wage”—at least to no 
greater ex tent than is now in effect. 
It is possible that the family assistance plan, if 
it accomplishes the welfare improv ements that 
appear likely , wou ld lead to some more inclu siv e 
form of assu red income. 
A growing nu mber of responsible Americans 
feel acceptance of this principle is inev itable and 
desirable. 
For 
instance, 
the 
Committee 
for 
Economic Dev elopment, a respected bu siness- 
based research organization, earlier this month 
called for ju st su ch a program. 
The goal of ex tending pu blic assistance “ to all 
Americans liv ing in want,” the Committee de­ 
clared, “ shou ld hav e high priority among the 
many goalsi)eing sou ght by this nation.”

Whether this point is reached or not, the 
Nix on welfare plan is a v ast improv ement 
ov er the ex isting sy stem and deserv es the 
same sort of su pport in the Senate that it got 
in the Hou se.

If all-ou t nu clear war dev eloped, it is agreed 
that a large part of the popu lation of the northern 
hemisphere, where most of the world’s popu lation 
liv es, wou ld be killed ou tright.

Wo rry Cho k es

To tu rn off worry This is an important 
problem for cou ntless thou sands of people. And 
if we don’t tu rn off worry it su rely will tu rn 
u s off. In this so-called enlightened age too 
many of ou r citizens are the harassed and 
u nhappy v ictims of that miserable 
phenomenon of hu man life called 
worry . 
Some statistics h a v e been 
worked ou t to show the needless­ 
ness of worry . For instance, the 
figu res snow t h a t 40% of the 
things we worry abou t will nev er 
happen. And 30% of ou r worries 
are abou t old decisions which can­ 
not be altered. Twelv e percent ot 
Peale 
worries center in criticisms, mostly u ntru e, made 
by people who want to ma’ice other people feel in­ 
ferior. Ten percent are related to health, worsen­ 
ing y ou r health while y ou worry abou t it. And 
finally , 8% of ou r worries might be legitimate and 
v ery likely y ou can do something abou t them. 
The strongest and best solu tion to worry 
is faith — faith in the fu tu re, faith in y ou rself, 
and faith in God. Faith, when cu ltiv ated, giv es 
the cou rage and skill to ov ercome y ou r fears. 
Faith can cancel ou t fear. Bu t positiv e thinking 
mu st be practiced. Shift y ou r a t t e n t i o n 
deliberately from the thing y ou are worry ing 
abou t and let positiv e thou ghts take ov er. The 
mind can only occu py itself with the object 
of its attention, and if y ou giv e attention to 
faith, y ou will tu rn off worry . 
Worry and anx iety constitu te the most 
dev astating enemy of hu man well-being. Take 
the word “worry .” It comes from an old Anglo- 
Sax on term, “wry gan.” And wry gan means to 
strangle or to choke. A person who is worry ing 
is literally strangling himself.

The Univ ersity o f Nebraska 
was amo ng the first scho o ls in 
the U.S. with a p ro gram in 
child d ev elo p ment, with first 
classes held in 1925. The fo r­ 
mer Child Dev elo p ment Lab 
was co nstru cted in 1928. Miss 
Ru th Stap les, no w o f Po rtland , 
Me., is largely cred ited with 
startin g the p ro gram. 


The new Lab, o ccupied in 
January o f this y ear, is named 
in her ho no r. It will be dedi­ 
cated June 5 .

With an emp hasis o n p ercep ­ 
tu al senso ry d ev elo p ment, d i­ 
recto r Mrs. Helen Su lek ex ­ 
p lained that there is a d efinite 
p u rp o se fo r ev ery p iece o f 
eq u ip ment. 
Child ren are d iv id ed into 
gro u p s o f 12 to 16 with a head 
teacher, 
grad u ate 
assistan t 
and a gro u p o f seco nd y ear stu ­ 
d ents who wo rk d irectly with 
them. Other stu d ents o bserv e 
the actio n. All are stu d y ing the 
d ev elo p ment o f child ren in gen­ 
eral and o ften o ne sp ecific 
child .

The Un iversity of Nebraska club’s $15,000 ex­ 
travagan za was a true profession al production in 
all aspects except advertisin g an d ticket sales. 
The Friday n ight show registered a sad 9 00 as 
the audien ce. 


The show cen ters aroun d the adven tures of 
a carefree n ight club sin ger in Berlin of the 1930’s 
with its decaden ce an d sadn ess. 


Show-stealers were Bran die Dworsky as the 
lon ely lan dlady Fraulein Schn eider an d Bruce Borin 
as Herr Schultz, the fruit ven dor. Both are ex­ 
tremely profession al in both their actin g an d 
musical execution . 


Also en gagin g, as alway s, was Jill Eiche as 
Fraulein Kost, the sailor-lovin g lady of the n ight. 
She has an extremely stron g voice an d is the 
residen t stage comic. 


Gary Lamb as the staun ch Hitlerite Ern st 
Ludwig was rightly treacherous an d power-lovin g. 


Bill an d Cin dy Wallis as sin ger Sally Bowles 
an d American writer Cliff Bradshaw were adeq uate 
but often un con vin cin g. Emcee Rick Williams was 
rather difficult to un derstan d. Some of the garbled 
con versation was due to periodic microphon e buzzes 
an d failures an d a too raucous Kit Kat Klub 
crowd. 


The backdrop of the show . . . with flashin g 
lights, marq uee, glitterin g curtain s an d smoky at­ 
mosphere . . . was a kn ockout. This aspect of the 
show, alon g with the dramatic' execution , was 
ty pical of director Dean Tschetter’s con tin ually good 
work. 


The in strumen tal backin g, seated in side balcon y 
boxes an d complete with a strin g section , was 
a well-placed addition . Un der the direction of Paul 
Surface, the orchestra was n ever too con spicuous.

Link letter lost thou sands of sheep and lambs u ntil he 
found out that a g org eous g reen su bterranean clov er which 
g rew lu x u riantly contained estrog en, the female hormone 
which distu rbs the reprodu ctiv e process. 
Link letter tells the story of how 24 rabbits introdu ced 
into Au stralia in 1937 hav e mu ltiplied, despite ex pensiv e 
control measu res, into millions of rabbits which eat so 
mu ch the land carries abou t 20% less liv estock . 
Link letter say s he has g otten rid of most of the rabbits 
on his place bu t the few left are seeming ly resistant to 
ev ery thing and he has fig u red out one pair of rabbits 
means nine million descendants in a three-y ear period. 
Other problems that bothered Link letter were the blow 
fly and the emu , a g reat ostrich-lik e bird that tramples 
crops. They also spread weed seed and mu tilate lambs.
